play the gambling devices found in 
many stores. 
The judge issued these 
orders after he had fined Claude Har­ 
ris $50 and costs for having sold cigar­ 
ettes to a thirteen-year-old boy and a1 
lowed him to gamble in his cigar store 
“Many complaints of this deserip 
lion have been brought to the atten­ 
tion of the court lately,” said Judge 
Taylor. “It is a known fact that near­ 
ly all cigar stands and many drug 
stores allow their customers to play 
the dice game across the cigar conn 
ter. 
This is gambling under the laws 
of Indiana just as much as betting at 
A racetrack is, and there should be a 
stop put to it by the authorities of the 
city. 
Why it is sanctioned the court 
does not know. 
“But when it comes to allowing mi­ 
nors to play that sort of game this 
court will have no mercy. Last spring 
the court fined a man $25 and costs en 
this same charge. 
This time we w.ll 
make it $50, and if many more cases 
are tried a sentence of days in the 
workhouse will be added.

Blaise de Montluc was a soldier and 
a marshal of France 
who 
fought 
through half the sixteenth century. 
Like a true Gascon, as he was, he 
added to his great physical qualities 
courage, high spirits and an unquench­ 
able gaiety, which distinguished him 
above soldiers of a graver mold. 
He 
was the veritable captain of his soul. 
In the Italian w’ars Blaise de Mont­ 
luc commanded the defense of Sienna 
during the prolonged siege. 
When the 
town was reduced to a few ounces of 
bread daily, Blaise was overcome with 
sickness, and 
had 
him self 
carried 
about in a chair muffled up in furs. 
But perceiving that the inhabitants, 
especially the women, w’ere “thus ren­ 
dered apprehensive of their fate should 
he die,”—so runs the excerpt from De 
Montluc’s “Commentaries,”—"he call­ 
ed for a pair 
of 
crimson 
velvet 
breeches, laid over with gold 
lace, 
very finely cut, for they were made at 
a time when he w’as forsooth in love. 
He put on a doublet of the same, and 
a shirt of crimson silk and gold twist; 
then a buff collar over which he put 
his arms, very finely gilt.” 
He was at th at time wearing gray 
and white, “in honor of a fair lady to 
whom he was a servant when he had 
leisure.” 
So he put on a hat of gray 
silk, with a gray silver hatband, and 
a plume of heron’s feathers set with 
silver spangles. 
He also put on a short cassock of 
gray velvet, 
garnished 
with 
“little 
plates of silver a t tw’o fingers’ distance 
from one another, and lined with cloth 
of silver, all open between the plates. 
Then he “rubbed 
his 
face 
with 
Greek 
wine 
till he brought a little 
color into his cheeks, and drank 
a 
Bmall draught with a little 
bit 
of 
bread. 
“He then looked at him self in the 
glass, 
strutted 
before 
his 
officers, 
though he had not the «trngth to kill 
a chicken, and rode through the town 
to the great comfort of all beholders.

A shall contend that the said law is 
unconstitutional, that it is contrary 
to the provisions of our written con­ 
stitution, and that the court trying the 
cause and the Supreme Court shall 
so hold the law to be unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Suppose B is a party of means and 
influence, say the steel trust, harves­ 
ter trust, oil trust or some other, that 
he prepares and circulates a petition 
for an election to recall the decision 
of the court as aforesaid; that he gets 
on said petition the required num ber 
of petitioners and presents said peti­ 
tion to the proper authority and an 
election is called. 
Now B, being a 
party of great wealth, the steel trust, 
oil tru^t or tobacco trust, or some 
other trust with great wealth, employs 
speakers to stump the State and pre­ 
sent arguments in favor of the recall 
of the decision as aforesaid, and sup­ 
pose the said B buys space in the news­ 
papers of the State and has printed 
and published in the same their a r­ 
gument for the said recall of said de­ 
cision. 
Suppose A is a poor person 
and can not present his arguments 
in the same manner as to why said 
decision should not be recalled. 
The people read one side of the 
case, believe they are informed and 
that they are able to vote intelli­ 
gently upon the question, and do vote 
to recall said decision. 
What is the 
result? 
A law shall stand on the 
statute books of the State, which law 
is unconstitutional, and the constitu­ 
tion 
is overridden 
and counts 
for 
nothing. 
It is easy for one to see 
the dangers of such proceeding and 
such a law. 
The fundamental law 
of the land will be broken down and 
our form of government changed.

CITIES MUST PROSPER 


Idle Factories, Light Business 
Reduces Power of City Peo­ 
ple to Buy Farm Products. 


Reports to the Republican Stat© 
Central Committee are that merchants 
in the smaller towns and cities, and 
the farmers throughout Indiana, are 
taking a broad view of business con­ 
ditions as they relate to the political 
issues, and it is sustaining the Repub­ 
lican voters in their belief that the 
Taft administration should be con­ 
tinued.

My corn and wheat is ground 
in Indianapolis mills and my sheep, 
hogs and cattle go to Indianapolis 
packers and 
butchers. 
Indianapolis 
people do not produce any food them­ 
selves, except in the few instances 
where a business man may have a 
farm as a ‘side line.’ The people of 
that city are dependent very largely 
upon the operations of factories and 
the money that is spent in the stores 
by people from out in the state. If 
a period of hard times should strike 
the factories and stores of Indianap­ 
olis. I can see that the depression 
w'ould soon reach my farm, for the 
city people would not have the means 
to buy my products and I would be 
the loser. 
After 
the 
Indianapolis 
money comes to me for my grain and 
live stock, I spend it either with the 
business men at the county seat, or 
I go to Indianapolis and spend sdme 
of it with the people from whom it 
came to me. All this means then that 
money travels in a circle from city 
people to tho farmer and from the 
farmer to the city people. 
We know 
in our county that the farmers have 
had abundance of crops 
and 
good 
prices during the four years Taft has 
been president. We are 
not 
sure 
what 
four 
veers under Wilson or 
Roosevelt would m^an to the earning 
power of our Indianapolis customers. 
This has led m y neighbors and myself 
to believe that we can not afford to 
endanger our own future by experi­ 
menting with other political parties, 
and we intend to vote for Taft.”

Several 
newspapers over Indiana 
are exploding the statements of state 
candidates on the Progressive ticket 
that while the railroads of Indiana 
are assessed 
$1,1" ii.OOO 
in 
country 
highway taxes, only $150,000 reaches 
the county roads in the way of work 
done on them by the railroad money. 
This is a bare faced charge of dis­ 
honesty against the township trustees 
and the road supervisors in all coun­ 
ties of Indiana, and 
tho 
people of 
these counties do not believe these 
officials are brazenly pocketing this 
money. 
The Noblesville Ledger has looked 
into tnis question in Hamilton coun­ 
ty, just as any newspaper or citizen 
may investigate it by talking with 
the township trustees and road super­ 
visors. 
The Ledger says: 
“ We interviewed the county’s Dep­ 
uty Treasurer, Horace Pettijohn; also 
A. R. Baker, township trustee of No­ 
blesville township, and Ralph Smith, 
road supervisor 
in 
this 
township. 
From all these officials we got these 
facts. 
The railroads do farm out this 
work, but with some 4,000 road dis­ 
tricts in the State how else could they 
do it? 
But there is no graft in it 
unless these 4.000 road supervisors 
are grafters. 
We do not believe this 
Is true. 
But if it is true then the 
“dear peo-pul” are to blame for they 
elect these men by a direct vote. 
“But how is this work done? 
Mr. 
Baker and Mr. Smith who have con­ 
trol of this road work informed us 
that the railroads work 
out 
their 
taxes just the same as the fanners 
and land owners of the township. 
“Mr. Smith, the road 
supervisor, 
said that Ed Pfaff worked out the 
railroad tax in his road district. For 
this work Pfaff was allowed $2 for a 
day of eight hours for himself and 
team. 
If Pfaff saw fit to do the day’s 
work for less than S3 that was his 
own affair. 
Smith said 
he 
under­ 
stood that Pfaff did do the work for 
the railroads for from 30 to 35 cents 
an hour. 
But Smith said that Pfaff 
did just as much work In a day as 
the farmers who worked out their 
own taxes. 
“The howl against the railroads on 
this road tax proposition Is not new. 
We have heard it for jears. 
But it is 
not nearly so bad as represented by 
those who are appealing to the pas­ 
sions of the people. 
There is not a 
farmer or land owner in Indiana but 
would get his road taxes worked out 
for less than the face of the tax re­ 
ceipt if he could do sq. That Is ex­ 
actly what the railroads are doing.”

Ryan contributed $450,000 to Judge 
P arker's 1904 cam paign, putting up 
$350,000 of this when he knew P a rk e r 
was beaten and m erely for the purpose 
of holding the D em ocratic organization 
intact. 
It also cam e out th a t George 
W* F irk in s contributed $122,000 to 
Colonel R oosevelt’s 1912 pre-conven­ 
tion cam paign, sw elling the total of 
that 
fund, 
as disclosed before the 
com m ittee, to $835,000. 
It likewise 
was revealed th a t Colonel Roosevelt 
was planning to capture th e Republi­ 
can presidential nom ination weeks be­ 
fore he responded to the spontaneous 
call presented by the seven governors. 
T estim ony also disclosed th a t Senator 
Penrose of 
Pennsylvania, 
who 
has 
been held up by Colonel Roosevelt a i 
a horrible exam ple of a party boss, 
was invited by one of 
the leading 
Roosevelt m anagers to cast his lot 
with the colonel, and when he refused 
w ar w as declared on him by the Roos­ 
evelt forces in Pennsylvania.

Blaiie de Montlnc was a Eoldler and 


k marshal of France who

through half the sixteenth century. 
Like a true Gascon, as he was, he 
added to his great physical qualities 
courage, high spirits and an unquench- 
able gaiety, which distinguished him 
above soldiers of a graver mold. He 
was the veritable captain of his soul. 


In the Italian wars Blaise de Mont- 


lnc commanded the defense of Sienna 
during the prolonged siege. When the 
town was reduced to a few ounces of 
bread daily, Blaise was overcome with 
sickness, and had himself carried 
about in a chair muffled up in furs. 


But perceiving that the inhabitants, 


especially the women, were "thus ren- 
dered apprehensive of their fate should 
he die,"—so runs the excerpt from De 
Montluc'a "Commentaries,"—''he call- 
ed for a pair 
of 
crimson velvet 


breeches, laid over with gold lace, 
very finely cut, for they were made at 
a time when he was forsooth in love. 
He put on a doublet of the same, and 
a shirt of crimson Bilk and gold twist; 
then a buff collar over which he put 
his arms, very finely gilt." 


He was at that time wearing gray 


and white, "in honor of a fair lady to 
whom he was a servant when he had 
leisure." 
So he put on a hat of gray 


silk, with a gray silver hatband, and 
a plume of heron's feathers set with 
silver spangles. 


He also put on a short cassock of 


gray velvet, garnished with "little 
plates of silver at two fingers' distance 
from one another, and lined with cloth 
of silver, all open between the plates." 


Then he "rubbed his face 
with 


Greek 
wine till he brought a little 


color into his cheeks, and drank a 
small draught with a little bit of 
bread. 


"He then looked at himself In the 


glass, strutted before his 
officers,

Consul Horton at Smyrna notes that 


the Reform, a Smyrna newspaper, es- 
timates the raisin crop for this year 
at about 700,000 quintals (87.164,000 
pounds) and that of figs about 75,000 
camel loads (36,082,500 pounds). But 
from what h« has been able to learn 
it seems that exporters and dealers 
mostly are trying to keep the crop re- 
ports at a low figure in order to be 
able to begin with high prices, and 
that if the weather continues favor- 
able the raisin crop, will amount ap- 
proximately 
to 
99,616,000 pounds, 


against 56,034,000 pounds last year, 
and the fig crop to 100,000 camel loads 
as against 120,000 camel loads last 
year.

A comprehensive view of the initia- 


tive, referendum and recall, advocat- 
ed by the Progressive party, is given 
by Elmer Bassett in the Shelbyville 
News, in which he says:

the bill shall be referred to the peo- 
ple at the next general election for 
ratification. If the voters vote to rat- 
ify the bill, the same shall become a 
law. 


Now Suppose that A shall sue B, 


and the suit shall involve a matter 
and be in reference to a matter with 
which the said law shall have to do 
and to deal; that the controversy shall 
be decided under this law. 
Suppose 


A shall contend that the said law is 
unconstitutional, that it is contrary 
to the provisions of our written con- 
stitution, and that the court trying the 
cause and the Supreme Court shall 
so hold the law to be unconstitu- 
tional. 


Suppose B is a party of means and 


influence, say the steel trust, harves- 
ter trust, oil trust or some other, that 
he prepares and circulates a petition 
for an election to recall the decision 
of the court as aforesaid; that he gets 
on said petition the required number 
of petitioners and presents said peti- 
tion to the proper authority and an, 
election is called. 
Now B, being a 


party of great wealth, the steel trust, 
oil trust or tobacco trust, or some 
other trust with great wealth, employs 
speakers to stump the State and pre- 
sent arguments in favor of the recall 
of the decision as aforesaid, and sup- 
pose the said 8 buys space in the news- 
papers of the State and has printed 
and published in the same their ar- 
gument for the said recall of said de- 
cision. 
Suppose A Is a poor person 


and can not present his arguments 
in the same manner as to why said 
decision should not be recalled. 


The people read one side of the 


case, believe they are informed and 
that they are able to vote intelli- 
gently upon the question, and do vote 
to recall said decision. What is the 
result? 
A law shall stand on the 


statute books of the State, which law 
is unconstitutional, and the constitu- 
tion is overridden and counts for 
nothing. 
It is easy for one to see 


the dangers of such proceeding and 
such a law. 
The fundamental law 


of the land will be broken down and 
our form of government changed.

All this means then that 
money travels in a circle from city 
people to the farmer and from the 
farmer to the city people. We know 
in our county that the farmers have 
had abundance of crops and good 
prices during the four rears Taft has

Roosevelt would mean to the earning 
power of our Indianapolis customers. 
This has led my neighbors and myself 
to believe that we can not afford to 
endanger our own future by experi- 
menting with other political parties, 
and we intend to vote for Taft."

STORM FORTS OF ADRIANOPLE 


Flushed With Their Initial Successes, 


the Allied Bulgar-Serb Army Has 
Pushed on to the Very Gates of An- 
cient Capital on One Side and to 
Uskub on the Other, Sweeping Away 
All Resistance. 


London, Oct. 22.—Victories for their 


troops over Turkey are claimed by the 
capitals of the allied Balkan states. 
From the field headquarters of the 
Bulgarians comes word that the Turks 
are falling back to Adrianople in con- 
fusion, burning villages and mai'sa- 
creeing peasants as they flee. 


The Greek fleet, says an Athens dis- 


patch, has blockaded the island of 
Lemnos and that Turkish island is be- 
ing occupied by Greek troops. 


The Bulgarians are said to have 


captured Kirk-Killasseh after days of 
severe righting around that town. The 
Serb-Bulgarian army claims to have 
taken 20.000 prisoners, three months' 
food supplies and ammunition there 
for a whole army corps. Kirk-Killes- 
seh is but thirty-two miles from Adri- 
anople, and a report says that the vic- 
torious invaders pressed on and storm- 
ed the northern forts of Adrianople 
and cut the communication between 
that city and the outside world. None 
of these reports has official verifica- 
tion. 


The Servians are said to have cap- 


tured Xevavares, in the sanjka of No- 
vibazar. where was the hottest sort ot 
fighting. 


Turkish fighting ships are bombard 


Ing Ararna. They have destroyed the 
custom house and a monastery there, 
and they are said to have thrown 
shells into the port of Kavarna, north 
of Varna, where there is neither a 
garrison nor defenses of any sort. If 
this is true militarists say that Tur- 
key has committed a breach of inter- 
national law. 


The Servians have now advanced to 


within seventy-five miles of Uskub, 
their objective point, and are said to 
have captured Podujevo on their way. 


The appeal made by Kamail Pasha, 


president of the Turkish council, to 
England to prevent outside interfer- 
ence in the Balkan trouble is taken 
to indicate that Turkey fears Russia 
and that it is that country that she 
asks England to shoulder aside should 
Russia take too great interest in Bal- 
kan doings. 


BITTER CAMPAIGN 


Hesort to Violence Now Being Threat- 


ened in Cuba. 


Washington, Oct. 22.—Dispatches to 


the state department indicate that the 
political tension in Cuba as a result of 
the approaching elections is rapiiU.% 
increasing. 


The legation at Havana reported 


that the resignations of General Mon 
teagnedo. commander-in-chief of the 
army and the ministers of justice, pub 
lie instruction ami the interior hav 
presented their resignations to Presi 
dent Gomez. Only the resignation ol 
the minister of the interior has boor 
accepted. The bitterness of the cam 
paitni being waged on behalf of Vice 
President Zayas. the Liberal candi- 
date, mid General Menocal, the Con- 
servative candidate, is said to he bring- 
ing about a situation which is danger- 
ous to the peace of Cuba. The accu- 
sations of undue partiality directed 
against. T'resM-ent Gomez by General 
Menocal arc! his supporters have re- 
sulted in counter accusations accom- 
panied by threats of a resort to vio- 
lence on both sides.

Col, Roosevelt Reaches Oyster 


Bay In Good Condition. 


Oyster Hay, X. Y., Oct. 22.—"My 


head feels a good deal clearer," said 
Colonel Roosevelt, who arrived at his 
home here this morning in pretty good 
shape. A day and a nisht's travel on 
a slow train did not affect his condi- 
tion. 


Throughout the long trip the colonel 


wished more than once to greet the 
numerous 
but 
silent crowds that 


awaited him along the route. Instead 
of the noisy receptions that marked 
his trip west, there was a subdued 
murmur of sympathy when the train 
rolled into the station and the colonel, 
who formerly had never missed an op- 
portunity of addressing the crowds, 
shut off his disappointment by pass- 
ing most of the time in sleep. Only 
once, at Lima, O., was there an at- 
tempt at a demonstration. Colonel 
Cecil Lyon held up his hand in warn- 
ing and the scattering cheers were 
hushed at once. 
Colonel Roosevelt 


felt very keenly his inability to ad- 
dress the crowds.

He is in excellent con- 
dition and the oozing will serve to 
drain the wound and thus decrease the 
chances of infection. 


IN A QUANDARY 


Becker's Lawyers Undecided About 


Putting Him on the Stand. 


New York. Oct. 22.— The lawyers 


for the defense in the Becker trial are 
facing their most difficult problem— 
shall they take the risk of allowing 
the defendant to testify in his own be- 
half and of thereby subjecting him to 
a cross-examination as to where he 
got the thousands of dollars that he 
was banking monthly on a monthly 
salary cf $1S7? 


The depletion of witnesses and the 


exhaustion of material have left Lieu- 
tenant Becker and his lawyers in a 
situation where this hazard has to be 
weighed with fine scales. Becker is 
fighting for permission to testify. Mr.

Big Financier Reveals to Senate Com- 


mittee His Enormous Contribution 
of $450,000 to the Parker Fund in 
1904—George W. Perkins, Called to 
Tell of His Interest in Behalf of 
Roosevelt, Is Obstreperous Witness. 


Washington, Oct. 22.—At the hear- 


ing of the Clapp investigation commit- 
tee it was disclosed that Thomas F. 
Ryan contributed $450,000 to Judge 
Parker's 1904 campaign, putting up 
$350,000 of this when he knew Parker 
was beaten and merely for the purpose- 
of holding the Democratic organization, 
intact. It also came out that George 
W. Perkins- contributed $122,000 to 
Colonel Roosevelt's 1912 pre-conven- 
tion campaign, swelling the total of 
that fund, as disclosed before the 
committee, to $835,000. 
It likewisa 


was revealed that Colonel Roosevelt 
was planning to capture the Republi- 
can presidential nomination weeks be- 
fore he responded to the spontaneous 
call presented by the seven governors. 
Testimony also disclosed that Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, who has 
been held up by Colonel Roosevelt as 
a horrible example of a party boss, 
was invited by one of 
the leading 


Roosevelt managers to cast his lot 
with the colonel, and when he refused 
war was declared on him by the Roos- 
evelt forces in Pennsylvania. 


The Pennsylvania Situation. 


John H. Nugent of Philadelphia, a 


local politician, and Robert Haight, a 
Philadelphia publisher, were the wit- 
nesses who testified in regard to the 
effort to entice Penrose into the Roos- 
evelt ranks. Nugent testified that Col- 
onel Roosevelt was planning to cap- 
ture the nomination as early as De- 
cember, 1311. On Jan. 22, Nugent vis- 
ited the colonel upon the latter's invi- 
tation, and had a talk with him in re- 
gard to the movement in Pennsylva- 
nia. This was some time before the 
seven governors had delivered their 
call to Mr. Roosevelt, but the witness 
said that the colonel only had referred 
him to William L. Ward of Westches- 
ter as the man who was handling the. 
finances of the "campaign." 
Nugent 


and Haight called on Mr. Ward, and 
they say that Ward agreed to furnish, 
them $15,000 to enable them to under- 
take an immediate campaign for Roos- 
evelt in Philadelphia. 
The $15.000 


never came. 
Instead Ward got in 


touch with William Flinn of Pittsburg 
and Editor Van Valkenburg of the 
North American, and Nugent »and 
Haight were pushed aside. 


Nugent testified that in his talk with 


Ward the latter told him that Penrose 
had had • an opportunity to support 
Roosevelt.

ness. "v<-as asked in January to give 
his support to Roosevelt.

he had decided to stand by Taft and 
the organization. lie said on receiv- 
ing this word from Penrose it had been 
decided to 'go after' Penrose.
